Dr. Max Rafferty, state su-
perintendent of public instruc-
tion, has accused the state
Board of Education of being
“soft” on sex deviates and oth-
er actions involving teachers
convicted of crimes.

The charge, latest in the

growing rift between Rafferty
and the state poard, was made
following last week's meeting
of the trustees in Los Angeles.
Rafferty said the board allowed
known sex deviates and other
teachers convicted of crimes to
continue teaching.
IN MAKING his charges,
Rafferty also supported similar
accusations made last March in
a newsletter of the Parents for
Better Education group, a con-
servative organization.

He made the charges after
a three-year record of the
board’s action in matters of
credential revocations was pre-
sented to the trustees at their
Los Angeles meeting June 13
| and 14. Rafferty said the board
was not giving enough atten-
tion to the need for protecting
| school children from teachers
with sex offenses.

“Generally,” said Rafferty,
“in sex offense cases, the board
is a little more willing than I
to permit a teacher to return
to the classroom.” He also add-

ed that the board “is going
against my recommendation”
every time it overrules the rec-
ommendation of the credentials
commission

THE BOARD is inclined to
give greater weight to possible
rehabilitation, said Rafferty,
“While I'm far more concerned
with kids' interests.”

William Norris, a member of
the state board and an attor-
ney, cautioned critics of the
board's policies not to use a
“box score.” “It is absurd to
say that there could be a form-
ula. Each case must be decided
individually."”

Norris also said that reports
accusing the board of being
soft on sex offenders were
“gross distortions” of State
Department of Education com-
pilations.

NATHANIEL COLLEY, an-
other board member, said the
credential hearings are oper-
ated in conformance with laws
enacted by the Legislature.
